Robert Walsh, Esq., formerly consul gen-

On the morning of Sunday, Feb. 27, 


lie steamer Princess, bound to New Or- 
eans from Vickshurg, exploded her boiler, 
;ook fire, and burnt to the water's edge, 
near Baton Rouge.

awful. 
There were 400 passengers on 


board at the time, a large number of whom 
were ladies. It is thought that probably 
one hundred lost their lives, and the river 
was full of floating bodies. 


Temlle Effects of a Gunpowder Explo-

Horrible Affair at Washington. 


lion. Daniel E Sic/cles, Member of Cm 


yress from the City of New Ywlt, Kills 
Philip Barton Key, U. Slates District 
Attorney. 
On Sunday afternoon the 27th ult., the 


community of Washington city was thrown 
into an intense excitement by the killing ol 
Philip Barton Key, United States District 
Attorney for ths District of Columbia, at 
the hands of Daniel E. Sickles. According 
to report, Mr. Sickles becoming eonvincsd 
of the truth of certain scandalous rumors 
involving his wife, resolved to redress his 
wrongs. About two o'clock in the after- 
noon, proceeding from his residence near 
the President's house, to the south-east 
corner of Lafayette Square, in the same 
neighborhood where Mr. Key was engaged 
in conversation with Mr. Butterworth, of 
New York, he charged Mr. Key with bav- 
ing dishonored him, and destroyed his do- 
mestic peace, and shot him with a revolver. 
One of the balls eutered'the left side of the 
body, and passed through to the correspon- 
ding point on the opposite side, lodging un- 
der the skin. 
Another shot took effect in 


the right thigh, near the main artery, when 
Mr. Key fell, imploring Mr Sickles not to 
kill him. 
The third shot was in the right 


side, but glanced from the body, infiictfug 
only a bruise. Death ensued in a few mo- 
ments. 
The body waa taken to the Na- 


tional Club Houi,e, whore » jury of inquest 
was held, who, afier an examination into 
the circumstances, of some hours' length, 
reiurned a verdict merely stating that the 
death of Mr. Key was from the effects of 
jistol shots, as above stated, Bred by Sick- 
'is. 


FULL PARTICULARS OP THE TRAGEDY. 


For months past the social world of 


Washington has been busy with the names 
of Mrs. Sickles and Mr. Key. 
Their inti- 


ruacy was of that kind which may consist 
in the innocence of any absolute guilt—it 
waa hardly concealed from Mr. Sickles 
iiiuself. 


During the wholn of the session, the tall 


igure of Mr. Key was constantly seen op 
posite Mr. Sickles' Washington residence ; 
,nd Mrs. Sickles was as constantly in his 
company. 
In the interval of the Congres- 


sional recess, Mr. Key made a short visit 
to New York without exciting any absolute 
suspicion in the mind of Mr. Sickles, al- 
though others, and among them her mo- 
ther, repeatedly warned her. 


On the reassembling of Congress. 
Mr 


Key's attention and the scandals were re- 
newed. 
Mr. Key was a tall, well-formed 


man, a much more athletic man than Mr 
Sickles, and especially fond ot exercise on 
horseback. 
He rode a grey horse, and 


scarcely a day passed that his tall figure, 
white riding-cap, well trimmed moustache, 
and iron-grey horse might not be'seen on 
tho circuit of President's Square, or at the 
door of Mr. Sickles, which is a very con- 
spicuous building. It was but on Tuesday 
last, Mr. Key was there, his horse waiting 
for him at the door. 
The rooms were fil- 


led, and Mrs. S. in almost girlish beauty, 
wearing a boquet of crocuses, the firstlings 
of the year, seemed tho very incarnation of 
Spring and youth, and the beautiful prom- 
ise of life. 


In the early part of the week before last, 


Mr. Sickles went to New York. 
Busy 


spies observed that tho attendance of Mr. 
Key was more unremitting. Mr. Sickles re- 
turned on the day of Ibe Napier Ball, aud 
from that, time to Friday, nothing especial 
occurred, and he allowed Mr. Key to es- 
cort Mrs. Sickles as usual on Pennsylvania 
avenue, and in company with Mr. Henry 
Wikcff and at the theatre on Wednesday 
night. 
On Thursday Mr. and Mrs. Sick- 


les entertained a large party at dinner. 


Friday, Mr. Sickles received an anony-

companied by a friend, Mr. Sickles went 
to the house designated, and found every 
statement of the anonymous writer corrobo- 
rated.

and he had constantly met there a lady 
answering very closely in description to 
Mrs. Sickles. 


Mr. Sickles requested Mr. George Wool- 


bridge, of New York, to watch the place 
from the window of a house just opposite. 
Saturday, no meeting took place, and the 
woman in charge stated that none bad oc- 
curred since Wednesday. 


On Saturday evening Mr. Sickles con- 


fronted his wife directly with his sutpicions. 
At first she strongly denied her guilt; but 
on her husband's asking her whether, on 
the Wednesday previous, she had not en- 
tered the house on Fifteenth street, in a cer- 
tain particular dress, and concealed by a 
hood,' she cried out, "1 am betrayed anil 
lost.'" and swooned. On recovering, she 
admitted her guilt. 
Mr. Sickles said he 


would not injure her, but that he had a 
right to a full confession. 
Two ladies were 


sent for as witnesses, and in iheir presence 
Mrs. Sickles made a full confession in wri- 
ting, stating that her connexion with Mr. 
Key had commenced in April last, under 
Mr. Sickles'roof, hut that Mr. Key had 
since hired the bouse in Fifteenth street, 
in which they bad constantly met. 'Her 
husband simply asked her to give him back 
her wedding-ring, and desired her to write 
to her mother to come aud take her from 
his hou?e forever. 


Mr. Sickles passed the night in a state 


bordering on distraction,—a feeling which 
was worked into madness Sunday morning, 
on seeing Mr. Key, with gay audacity, pass 
opposite the window of his wife's room, and 
wave his handkerchief— the usual signal of 
assignation.

Sickles walked directly to Key, and said,

ultaneously Key placed bis hand inside his 
vest, drawing what appeared to bo a pistol,' 
but what was really an opera-glass, said,

Sickles at once fired, Key at the same

Mr. Sickles is nearly forty, of goad pres-

He has made himself 


remarked by uuusaal coolness and self- 
possession, which gave him area! advanta- 
ges in debate. 
Iu 1853, Mr7 Sickles was 


married to his wife, then ayotuig girl fresb 
from ber school-life, and remarkable then. 
as now for »omethi»g especially soft, lovely 
and youthful in the type o5 h«i very pecu- 
liar beauty. 
She is of Italiaa origin, »udt 


possesses all the Italian lus-ice and depth of 
eye, united with 3. singular caadoi nnd deli- 
c.icy of feature. 


Mr. Sickles was attached te&crwiJh »tt 


almost idolatrous aSeetsoa. Shortly after 
their marriage, Mr. Sickles was «j>pointed( 
Secretary of the American Legation in-

and his beantilu! bride won admiration: 
abroad, by her charms of person and man- 
ner, and by the gayety and innocent joy- 
ousncss of her character. On their return 
to America they resided for jome time on. 
tjie Bloomitigdale Road, ic a bouse over- 
looking the Hudson Kiver—and on bis elec- 
tion to Congress, Mr. Sickles tuck bis pre- 
sent house on President's Square. It faces 
directly the Club house. 


Mrs. Sickles may be 22, and hag two

When Mr. Sickles surrendered himself 


to Attorney-General Black, he requested 
such disposition to be made of him as war 
proper.

He died without. mean?, 
but his friends, who-are wealthy, and in- 
fluential, will, of course, provide for them. 
His remains were taken to Baltimore, for 
interment beside his wife and child. 


Mr. Sickles waived a preliminary ex- 


amination, and will remain in prison until 
his trial takes place, which will probably 
ba this month. 


A correspondent of tbe New Yoik Time* 


says : 


Mr. Sickles himself is quite broken 


down, physically, from mental suffering.— 
He evidently entertains no misgivings a»to 
the result of his trial; nor does be manifest 
remorse for the act which he deemed neees- 
sary to vindicate his own honor. His suf- 
fering arises entirely from the domestic 
ruin which the late occurrences have 
wrought. 


Mrs. Sickles is still here. 
Her state of 


mind is described as pitiful in tbe extreme.

with the case seemed to fix the 


poisoning of Smith upon his wife.

Friday preceding his death, Mrs. Smith 
went to Newport to purchaso some arsenic, 
but failing to set the article there she took 
tho cars for Harrisburg, where she remniu- 
ed till 8 o'clock, and took ihe train for 
Duneannon, but failing to obtain a con- 
veyance, she went to Newport, where she 
remained over night. 
On Saturday morn- 


ing she purchased a drachm of croton oil, 
ind left for home. 
On ' her arrival she ! 


found her husband very sick, nnd gave him ' 
a dose of medicine out of the bottle she 
purchased at Newport, which set him to 
purging and vomiting. 


The hired girl asserts thai these doses 


were repeated at short intervals, and that 
Mr. Smith continued in this way for two 
or three days, and gradually pinkint'.— 


' Dr. Hoover, of Dunc'innon, wai then tele- 


gj-aphed for, who believing he was affected 
with inflammation of the bowels, treated 
him 
accordingly 
Smith 
lingered until 


Wednesday night, when lie died. 
A post 


mortem examination of the stomach, which 
wae sent to Philadelphia for chemical 
analysis, confirmed the rumor that Smith 
was poisoned, and the circumstances fixed, 
beyond the shadow of a doubt, the murder 
upon Mrs. Smith, his wife. 
She was ac- 


cordingly arrested, »nd while in the custo- 
dy of the constable, «sked permission to 
retire into another room, for some purpose 
or another, which was granted. 
She re- 


tired to a room where she had poison pre- 
pared for her husband, which she drunk 
herself, and the noyt day found her a 
corpse—murdered by her own hands in the 
samu wicked w&y by which the took her 
husband's life. Thus ended another of what 
is almost a daily occurrence with us.— 
JUarthly judges and juries have been saved 
the trouble and perplexity of a trial for 
murder.
